The cruisers Columbia and Minneapo- 


lis bath left this harbor this morning. It

The Colom- 
bia dropped anchor in the harbor at 
11:30 o'clock on Saturday morning and 
the Minneapolis arrived on Sunday at 
DUO o'clock in the afternoon and thoua 
uuds of people have viewed the hand- 
some ships.

the yard during the day and the ladies 
of the station went down river on the 
Emerald to view the ship. 


Sunday afternoon Captain Jewell of

Tbe Minneapolis, after exchanging 


signals with her sister ship the Col- 
lumbia, steamed up river as far as 
Clark's island where she turned as eas- 
ily as one of our tug boats could and 
proceeding slowly down anchored at tbe 
month of the river between Fishing 
island and Wbalesback light. It was a 
grand and imposing sight to see tbe big 
war ships wben they were side by side 
in tbe harbor and to see what perfect 
control Captain Jewell of the Minneapo- 
lis had of his vessel.

Captain Jewell did that cannot be 
done in most of the harbors along 
our coast and that was to come in at 
dead low water, and without any pilot 
proceed up river for quite a distance 
then turn around and go back.

aud watched with great interest tbe

of her class afloat. She is a sister, ship 
of the Columbia and tbe only difference 
in the outside appearance of the two 
crafts ia that tbe' Columbia baa four 
stacks and the Minneapolis two.

It was their 
otention to reach her on .Saturday 
uight, but they were delayed in ar- 
ranging for transportation. 


Uaptian Curtis^has received orders to 


recruit his men from the present num 
ber up to two hundred, and this will 
give men anxious to join the heavy 
Artillery a chance.

The Spanish second- 
class cruiser Don Juan de Austria wa» 
severely damaged and her commander 
was killed. Another Spanish vessel was 
burned. The American squadron re- 
tired, having also sustained severe dam- 
age.

The 
Kelna Maria Christina was completely 
burnt, as was also the cruiser Camilla, 
the other ships having to retire from 
the combat and some being sunk to 
ovoid their falling into the hands of the 
enemy." 


The Herald says that Admiral Mon- 


tojo changed his Magsht-p during the en- 
gagement or between the two encounters 
In order to better direct the maneuvers. 
In this way he escaped the fate of the 
commander of the Keina Maria Chris- 
tina, The second engagement was ap- 
parently begun by the Americans after 
landing their wounded on the west side 
of the bay. In the latter engagement tht 
Spanish Mindando and Ulloa suffered 
heavily. Ministers speak of "serious 
but honorable losses."

Washington, May 2.—The Instructions 


Issued by the war department to govern 
recruiting in the regular army in time of 
war give th« weight required for men en- 
listing for various branches of the serv- 
llce, together with a table showing the 
physical proportions for height, weight 
and chest measurement. For the in- 
fantry and the artillery branch, the 
height must be not less than 5 feet 4 
Inches and weight not less than 120 
pou-ds and not more than 190 pounds.

not to exceed 165 pounds. This minimum 
weight is prescribed for the cavalry, but 
the chest measures must be satisfac- 
tory.

FORTIFICATIONS AUK I'dOIJ. 


Havana, May 2.—The French and Aus- 


trian consuls have protested against the 
bombardment of Matanzas by the Amer- 
u an fleet as a violation of International 
law In that no previous notification of 
thp intention to bombard the place had 
been given. 


The following version of the bombard- 


ment was received last night under date 
of April 28: 
"At midday on the 27th 


three American cruisers opened flre at 
a short distance on the Morrila battery 
and the Matanzas fort.
